Among the powers. It was stated pos 
Itively that so far the issue is stili 
open. Some of the powers li.iv<' talicn 
the ground that Li no longer repre- 
Mnts anything tangible; that the flee- 
ing Chinese emperor and empress 
dowager are pjwerless to carry out 
any pledge; but none of them had, &o 
far as can be learned upon inquiry 
hece, finally decided this important 
question beyond recall. 

In r< j;ara to the reported landing: of 
Japanese troops at Amoy, the Japan- 
ese legation received a confirmatory 
telegram from Tokio to the effect thac 
in view of the fact that Amoy has on 
aiiouiit of its j)rjxiniity to Formosa 
frequently served a^i the basis for 6vll 
designs upon the island, and that in 
addition to the burning of a Japanese 
temple, tliere have been riots agalu.-t 
foreifiners, tlie J.ipmrse goveinnienl 
considered it necessary to land a small 
forree tor the purpoae of protecting 
their consulate and the foreign resi- 
dents at tliat post. 

Action was t.ilien by t\\e war de- 
portment carrying out the recently 
uiKmneed policy of this government 
to send no more troops to China at 
present An order was sent by the 
department to Kobe to divert the First 
United States cavalry to Manilla In- 
•tead of ellowint It to proceed to 
Taltu. accopdlBf tO the original orders. 

General Chaffeecables that he has re- 
ceived nothing from the war depart- 
BMBt eince August 14. News has come 
from China within that time and the 
fact that not'hing has gone forward to 
Chaffee and without daubt Minister 
Conger la in the same state, goes to 
confirm the officials here In the con- 
Tlctlon that the wires are being manip- 
ulated, probably by Chinese agents, 
betweeo) Cbefu and Shanghai, the 
cable connection. 

August 27 a dispatch was received 
by the war department from General 
Chaffee stating tliat he had offered a-^- 
eistance to Barone.ss Von Kettelcr, 
wife of the late German minister to 
China and would furnish her trans- 
portation to Nagasaki. This dlspatcii 
leems to Indicate tliat Chaffee is In 
Peking and not In Tien Tein as some 
have asserted. This dispatdt is In 
answer to one sent the general by the 
war department August 17, the date 
inforniatiou wad received here <tt the 
tall of Peking. 

M'hern Is li ? 
Washington. Aug. 28— It is a sin- 
gular fact that Li Hung Chang's 
whereabouts are not known here. At 
las( accounts he was at Shanghai, not 
in the foreign quarter, but in the Chi- 
Dcse arsenal. Nothing has been heard 
from him by our government since 
August 19.

The cabinet came to the conclusion 
that :lf any Chinese ixw.- ons bavi- in- 
terfered with the dir.patches, it mu.-^t 
have occunei between Chefu and 
Shanghai and was determined to v - 
open direct communication by meui- 
of a war vessel. Either the New (i.- 
leans or Prlnreton, now at Shanghai 
will be sent at once to Chefu, where 
the military cable system begins free 
from Chinese Interference. 

Several re^plies have been rt -eivi 1 
to the instructions sent to our ambas- 
sadors and ministers last week asking 
them to sound the governments to 
which they are accrPdlted on two pro- 
positions— lirst, the willingness c: 
those governments to accept the fuf- 
ficlency of LI Hung Chang's credPD- 
tlals to treat with the powers for a 
settlement; aid .«rc:)nd, to asrcitiin 
if po-.sible. what tlie future poiiry /■/ 
each power is to be. Regarding the 
latter inquiry, the replies thus far 
have developed nothing. 

With regard to the first Inqv.jy, 
Enslinl and Ilu.ssla are agreed that 
Li Hung Chang's eripdentials are suf- 
ficient. Germany, however, takes a 
firm s*and asiin.-t the sufTicienry of 
his credentials and Is the only ji iwer 
as yet which h is returned a flat-footed 
dtlssenslon. The attitude of the Unit- 
ed States is that his credentials ap- 
pear authentic. 

PEAOEPEOMOTERS. 

HarrlBOO mid Clevelaad Asked to 
Mrve on international Board. 

Washington. Aug. 28.— The I'nitid 
States is one of the first of the nations 
to denionst;- .te its gdod faitli in car- 
rying out the provisions of the treaty 
of The Hague leading to the universal 
arbitration of international differ 
ences. Under this treaty each of the 
nations to U was authorised to ap- 
point four members of an interna- 
tional board of arbitration. 

I'nder tliis authority President Mc- 
I\inley ha.s requested former FrR.si- 
dents HarrLson and Cleveland to ac- 
cept appointments on this board. Re- 
sponses are expected very eoon, when 
the remaining membwr* may be 
selected.

Chicago, Aug. 28.— Along streets 
filled with a cheering multitude p.us: 
t„\verlng building.- gay v>i:li the giovir 
of the Si.us and S.ripes, throagii 
arches of honor beneath suspenued 
banners and liwiuging portraits of il- 
lustrious leaders who have passed be- 
yond, ;i.".<»nj s.ildiers of the G.-.irid 
Army of tue Republic marched, it 
was their greatest parade since thil 
day in 1865, when with ranks fresh 
from the triumphs of war they had 
nii.iched fru:n Pennsylvania avt iiiie 
in Wa.-ihinglau with their faces turaea 
toward home. 

A light breeze came off Lake Michi- 
gan strong en.Jiish to lift the banaer.>i 
odi to the full I.D'Uh of their lol.!-. 
Old soldiers froai »very state in the 
Union were in the unarch and through- 
out the length of the parade 7,000 
po.^t.1 of the Grand Army had rcpre- 
s'.nl ili.>n. 

The i)arade which started at the in- 
tersection of Randolph street and 
Michigan avenue was about five !m i:s 
passing a g;v(n p.ilnt. Tin' line ;,: 
marc-h was siiort and funi t!: : n; t j 
the souta end of the Cuurt of honor, 
where It disbanded after passing in 
review before Commander-in-Chief 
Shaw, it compassed 27 of tlie cUy 
sciuires. K\on tlioii.;ii t!i'> majority of 
tne marchers were men of advanced 
years, the parade moved swiftly anri 
without disorder. The columns ciino 
on 12 abreast well closed, solid and 
compart. Tlie formations were al- 
most invariably well kept 

The marching column was headpd 
by a detachment of the city pnlire 
under the cjiiiniand of l>ieut''naiit 
Flynn. Beliind them came a baud oi 
70 pieces and then Chief Marshal J. H. 
Wood with his immediate staff, con- 
sisting of Colouid H. .). Uietricli, Cal- 
onel J. E. Stuart and Col- 
onel C. E. Young. A regiment of a-i- 
sistant marshals and aides came clat 
terlng on, and then behind the great 
band of the Second infantry of the Il- 
linois National Guard came Command- 
er-in-Chief 9haw and the members of 
his staff comprising Adjutant Oeneral 
Stewart, Quartermaster Oeneral J. E.

Cheer after cheer 
went up as General Daniel B. Sickles, 
accompanied by his aides rode past 
the reviewing stand. 

Twelve lieralds in custume, eich 
bearing a large trumpet came down 
the avenue announcing tbe approach 
of tbe pageant. 

Fifty members ot Columbia post of 
Chicago wearing handsome uniforms 
Of dark green formed a hollow square 
in tbe center of which were borne 60 
battleflags carried by New York regi- 
ments during the war. The spcKtacle 
of the worn and tattered dags was 
greeted at times with cheers and all 
hats were off as the flags went by. A 
long line of carriages followed the bat- 
tleflags, each containing women who 
are ofllclal.s of viiious orj;aiilz.itioiis 
affiliated with the Grand Army.

IMioton talked at some length OD "Spell* 
ing and the Spelling Book." 

After a short recess, "Writing" wa.<> 
taken up, and the discu-f-:' 'ii was ren- 
dered additionally interesting by the re- 
marks on the fad (?) of vertical writing. 
Mr. Martin and Mr. Moore lmv(! tbeir 
method of teaching writing, alter which 
Miss Cart Wright introduced the topic of 
Vertical writing. Miss {'artwrigbt comes 
from .Sedalia, Mo., where she has for 
three years taught the vertical system. 
Hhe prefers the vertical system and along 
with its defects present its advantages 
in such a persuasive way as to almost 
convince you, whether yoa will or no. 

As the subject was not thoroughly ex- 
hausted I'roi. IMioton took it up again 
in the afternoon and many pointa in favor 
of vertical writing were brongbt'ont. 

One ol the in(jst interesting talks of 
the afternoon was made by Mr. liagen- 
stine on the manner of conducting reci- 
tations. Mr. Kai;pnstine is one of the 
few public school teachers who is fear- 
less enough to say "I don't know" when 
he doesn't. That is one thing many of
